School Districts Get 
ted , its 
$5 Grant Per Pupil 

EDMONTON (BUP)—Alberta ed- 
ucation A.. O. Aalborg 
Monday spelied out a new formula 
for incregsed aid to education and 
schooi construction in the province 
during °1953, especially as it ap- 
plied in Calgary. 

He said total Alberta school op- 
érational grants this year was $11,- 
617,000,,.an increase of $1,747,000 
over Similar grants in 1952, and 
school building. assistance grants 
have been jacked up to $2,700,000. 

Aalborg. said grants which for- 
merly were paid on a sliding scale 
for each school classroom, depend; 
“ing on the grades taught in the 
room, would now be paid at one 
basic rate. And instead of school 
transportation grants being based 
on mileage and the number of 
pupils. carried in buses, the gov- 
ernment would pay a straight per- 
centage of the cost of transporting 
puptis living in eath school divi- 
sion and district. 

The minister sald the legislature 
also would be asked to approve a 
new system of grants-whereby $5 
would be paid for euch pupil en- 
Yvolled in provincial schools. This 
would require $898.§ a major 
bulk of the increased 1953 educa- 
tion appropriation. \ 

Another change will be that in- 
stead of paying $20 per pupil at 
schools with abnormally large en- 
rolments, the grant was being in- 
creased to $100 per pupil who was 
xtra to the provincial average en- 
rolment,

The Arrival Of Spring 


The vernal equinox, which heralds the 
beginning of Spring, occurred at 3:01 oclock 
on the afternoon of March 20th this year. 
At that moment, the earth’s axis was at a 
right angle to the direction of the sun. At 
the vernal equinox day and night are equal 
all over the world. 

The other time during the year when 
this occurs is in September, at the autumnal 
equinox, which will occur on September 23rd 
in 1953. In addition to the equinoxes, there 
is a Summer and Winter solstice, which 
ushers in Summer and Winter, respectively. 

The Summer solstice begins in June, 
when the North Pole is tilted tw enty-three 


degrees and twenty-seven minutes toward | 


the sun and therefore in the Northern hemi- 
sphere the days are longer than the 
At the same time, the days in the Southern 
hemisphere, where the South Pole is pointed 
uway from the sun, are shorter 
nights. 

This difference, which is caused by the 
tilting of the earth’s axis is often misunder- 
stood by many who know only 
equinox marks the 
Spring and that the “some kind of day” in 
June, September and December herald the 
yther three seasons.

The reason for this is that the earth con- | 


tinues to build up heat after the Summer 
solstice, while losing only a portion of it at 
night, and therefore it is July or August 
when the maximum temperature is reached 
—and when the heat loss at night begins to 
match the heat gain in the day. 

Because of the tilted axis of the earth, 
when the Northern hemisphere is tilted 
toward the sun, experiencing long days and 
warmer weather, the Southern hemisphere 
is tilted away, experiencing short days and 
colder weather. Therefore the beginning of 
Spring in the Southern hemisphere is Sep- 
tember 23rd, and the Summer solstice is 
December 21, etc,

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‘ALBERTA CITIES AND SCHOOLS | 
TO GET FINANCIAL AID 


EDMONTON (BUP) — Alberta Premier E. C. Manning 
Friday night brought down an all-time record budget of 


$174,083,130 for the 1953-54 


fiscal year, an increase of 


$50,506,160 over the current year. 


Mannine. who is also provinelal ~ 
treasurer, said the budget ¢n- 
tained no new financial burdens 
for Alberta taxpayers because of 
the province’s oil-rich economy 
prefiting. from the tremendous 
petroleum boom. 

The budget contained provi- 
sions for $35,715,970 in loans to 
financially-distressed municipali- 
ties and other groups, more than 
balanced by estimated revenue 
from the oil industry during the 
coming vear of $46,432,000. 

It is the first time in history 
that Alberta has had a budget ex- 
ceeding that of British Columbia, 
and it tens the Saskatchewan 
1953-54 budget by more than 
$100,000,000. 

The net Alberta budget is only 
$1538,368,160 because the loans 
fund are not properly chargeable 
against expenditures, Manning 
said in his 85-page budget address 
to the legislature. 

REVENUES UP 

The premier estimated  rev- 
enues for the coming year would 
total $138,368,160, an increase of 
$21,511,890 over the current 
year. Expenditures would come 
to ‘$137,958,130, not. including 
funds are not properly chargeable 
rent year’s exnenditures by $21,- 
381,160. 

Manning budgeted for a surplus 
of $410,030. 

One of the most spectacular 
features of the budget was an 
estimated $8,132,000 increase in 
oil revenue for the coming year. 
Other big money-makers would be 


the fuel oil tax, $16,000,000; the 
tax rental agreement with the 
federal government, good for 


$30,135,000; and Alberta Liquor 
Control Board revenue,  $14,- 
000,000. 

Besides the $25.000,000 revolv- 
ine fund to supply loans to muni- 
cipalities, the government  plan- 
ried to snend a record $35,952,200 
on a vast highways construction 
program and greatly increased 
assi¢tance to all government de- 
ymrtments. 

Manning warned that ‘“contin- 
ued development of our provincial 
economy and the steady growth 
of our population will, during the 
coming year, impose new and 
vreatly increased demands on the 
public treasury.” 

“But the governmentgis confi- 
“dent it will meet these demands 
Without impairing the position of 
financial stability to which we 
have ‘attained as a province,” he 
said

Ife said the total public debt 
at Dee. 31, 1952, was $97,303,137, 
which was a reduction of some 


$69,724,000 since March 31, 1936. 
But the government had in cash 
surplus and investments, includ- 
ing $43,303,488 in outstanding 
loans, a total of $138,196,360, 
which exceeded. the provincial 
debt by $40,898,323. 


Manning declared that it was 
berta’” to renay the provincial 
berta’’. to repay. the provincia 


debt immediately in order to con- 
tinue programs of extensive aid 
to municipalities and build up of 
capital programs. The debt would 
expire in 1978, Manning 
when all debentures reached 
maturity. 

The largest denartmental allot- 
ment was for the department of 
education, which will snend $18,- 
648,130 during the coming year, 


while $15,627,400 will go -into 
public health. 
Premier Manning noted that 


Alberta reanved a fabulous har- 
vest from its agricultural indus- 
try in 1952, an increase of $15,- 
877.000 over the previous year. 

This made farming. still Al- 
berta’s , biggest industry, with 
1952 field crops totalling $550,- 
690,000. Livestock marketings 
during the year, however, drop- 
ped by $32,912,000 to $133,434,- 
000. due to the foot-and-mouth 
disease outbreak in southern Sas- 
katchewan and its repercussions. 
IRRIGATION PROJECT 

The government was providing 
$3,810,000 for the St. Mary-Milk 
River irrigation development pro- 
ject this year, Manning said, and 
planned other irrigation projects 
in the semi-arid areas of southern

He said that Alberta’s oil re- 
sources continued to be developed 
at an ‘unprecedented rate’ jn 
1952, with rude oil production 
reaching a record 58,915,723 bar-, 
rels, an increase of 13,000,000 
barrels over 1951. 

There were 926 new wells com- 
pleted during the year, to bring 
the provincial total to 3,664, 
while 14,902,396 acres of land 
was under oil and natural gas 
leases and 41,286,091 acres of 
crown and were under reservation 
exploration. 

Manning said that natural gf: 
production topped 95,697,000,000 
cubic feet, and the government 
would ‘facilitate the establish- 
ment of adequate export markets 
for surplus gas at the earliest 
possible date,’ while protecting 
fully the interests of the people of 
Alberta. 

The premier announced legis- 
lation would be introduced during 
the current session of the provin- 
cial legislature to set up a number 
of new loan funds. 

The municipal loan fund of 
$25,000,000 would be on a revolv- 
ing basis. The terms of the loans 
range from five to 25 years at in- 
terest rates rising from 2% per 
cent to 3'2 per. cent annually, 

It will be in addition to uncon- 
ditional grants for the coming 
year of $7,385,108, which will be 
distributed on a per capita basis 
after being split evenly into two 
funds between rural and urban 
municipalities out of revenue 
from 50 per cent of the fuel oil 
tax of Alberta. 

Manning said it would be left 
to municipalities to decide what 
portion ,if any, of the increased 
outright grants would be passed 
on to ratepayers by reduction of 
mill rates, but the terms of. the 
grants would afford “a greater 
measure of resnonsible self gov- 
ernment to local authorities.” 
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EDMONTON GETS $1,273,000 
He said that on the basis of the 
1951 Dominion census, Edmon- 


ton would get $1,273,000 from 
the grant and Calgary’s share 
-would total $1,029,000. TLeth- 
bridge would get $183,000 by the 
same tentative estimate. 


Manning told the House that no 
Alberta municipalities would have 
to to the open market for 
loans in 1958 because of the in- 
creased grants and the new re- 
volving loans fund. 

A second revolving fund which 
it was proposed to set up was for 
$3,000,000 for the purpose of 
making loans to rural co-opera- 
tives to aid in expansion of rural 
electrification. 

It was planned to supplement 
the fund until it totalled $10,000,- 
000, with loans to be prepaid over 
a period not exceeding 10 years,
